The Isteet wrinkle in the fight the 
officials of Harrodsburg are making to 
keep boose out is the fining io the po- 
lice court last week of the Southern 
railroad to the tune of $50 and coeU in 
each of three eases, amounting to $150. 
The charge against tbe railroad waa 
that it had on thres occasions carried a 
person as a piMsenger upon a ticket 
paid for by him, and io addition to car- 
rying the passenger, earned with him 
morn than one gallon of whisky from 
Lawreneeburg into Harrodsburg. Tbe 
proof showed that on one occasion three 
gallons were brought in by one party, 
on another occasion three gallooa and a | 
quart and on another two gallons and 
three quarts. The railroad claimed that 
they did not charge anything for enr- 
rving the whieky, but charged tbe par 
ty alona for carrying him, mod that 
their ticket obligated them to carry 
tbe p a aaenger and personal baggage to 
the amount of not exceeding 150 pounds 
and that the whisky brought in each 
tima was less than that io waight. It 
admitted that if it bad brought it io as 
freight it would be guilty but denied 
that it wna carried aa freight 
It waa argued for the city that if this 
waa true any man who wanted to sell 
whisky in Harrodsburg could go to Lna • 
renceburg and for $1.14 could bring in 
n 150 pound kag all for tbe price of a 
ticket; and furthar that the local optk a 
law limited tbe amount of whisky a 
man could IwiDg in as baggage to not 
excead one gallon.

But 
I after puptla reach the higher grades, 
j they bonwie aware that teachers, like 
I all other mortals on this earth, are nei- 
ther omniecieot nor infallible.

Parents send their chil- 
dren to school not only to be Uugbt 
what ia printed in the text books, but 
to be trained in culture, refinement, 
morality and all that tends to the dev- 
elopment of true womanhood and man- 
hood. Tbe minds of children can be 
turned to what direction we please. Im- 
preesions made on young minds are of 
vast importance and long duration. i 
"Childhood shows tbe man. aa morning 
shows tbs day."
